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Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  each  month  of  1947  have  been  higher  than  in 
the  same  months  in  I9U6.  With  the  exception  of  September,  the  greatest  monthly  gains 
over  igiie  were  in  the  first  half  of  the  year.  Receipts  in  October  this  year  established 
a  new  monthly  record.

By  the  end  of  Novem'ber.  farmers  will  have  received  about  27. U  "bil- 
lion dollars  from  this  year's  marketings,  2k  percent  ahove  the  first  11 
months  last  year.    However,  Government  payments  are  less  than  half  those 
of  19^6,  and  total  cash  receipts  for  January-ilovemher  are  up  only  21  per- 
cent.   Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  are  estimated  at  ahout  I5.5 
hillion  dollars,  up  27  percent  from  last  year.    Those  from  meat  animals 
show  a  gain  of       percent,  with  prices  averaging  35  percent  higher. 
Gains  in  receipts  from  dairy  products  and  poultry  and  eggs  v;ere  smaller 
and  reflected  higher  prices. 

Receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  11  months  of  1947  will  "be  about 
11.9  "billion  dollars,  20  percent  greater  than  in  the  same  period  last 
year.    Vith  wheat  prices  around  30  percent  above  last  year,  receipts  from 
food  grains  may  be  nearly  two-thirds  above  November  a  year  ago.  Receipts 
from  cotton  are  up  about  one- third  because  of  higher  prices  and  a  larger 
crop.    Receipts  from  oil-bearing  crops  show  a  similar  gain,  largely  be- 
cause of  increased  prices. 

In  November,  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  may  total  auround 
3.3  billion  dollars,  11  percent  above  November  I9U6  but  considerably 
less  than  the  monthly  record  of  3-7  billion  dollars  in  October  of  this 
year.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  will  be  about  1.6  billion 
dollars,  6  percent  above  last  November.    Those  from  meat  animals  may  be 
about  10  percent  greater  than  in  19^6,  with  prices  showing  about  the 
same  gain.    Receipts  from  dairy  products  and  from  poultry  and  eggs  are 
expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago. 

Income  from  crops  in  November  may  total  around  1,7  billion  dol- 
lars, 17  percent  above  last  November.    Increases  in  prices  will  accoTint 
for  most  of  this  gain.    It  is  expected  that  receipts  from  food  grains 
will  be  up  about  one-third  over  November  I9U6  as  a  result  of  the  same 
gain  in  average  prices.    Receipts  from  cotton  may  show  a  larger  gain, 
due  mostly  to  increased  production.

In  the  first  6  months  of  19^7,  Canadian  fanners  received 
ahout  75^  million  dollars  from  the  sale  of  farm  products  and  from 
supplementary  payments  "by  the  Canadian  Government.     The  latter  v/ere 
made  to  farmers  in  vrestern  Canada  in  cases  of  lovr  rates  of  produc- 
tion due  to  drought  or  other  uncontrollable  factors  in  order  to 
maintain  income  at  or  above  certain  m.inimum  levels. 

Cash  receipts  during  the  first  half  of  this  year  v/ere  I6 
percent  greater  than  in  the  same  period  last  year  "but  only  3  per- 
cent ahove  those  for  the  first  6  months  of  19^5-         t-"^e  United 
States,  total  cash  receipts  including  G-overnnent  payments  during 
the  first  half  of  19^7  were  33  percent  ahove  I9I-I-6.    The  Canadian 
record  for  the  first  half  of  the  year  v/as  made  in  I9UU  vmen  farm- 
ers received  766  million  dollars. 

Mo?t  of  the  gain  in  19^7  over  I9U6  v/as  due  to  the  U3-percent 
increase  in  income  from  crops.     This  resulted  largely  from  higher 
prices  and  larger  marketings  for  v;heat  in  vjestern  Canada.  In 
nearly  all  provinces  substantial  increases  in  receipts  from  hogs, 
dairy  products,  and  poultry  and  eggs  accounted  foe  most  of  the  S- 
percent  gain  in  livestock  and  products.     These  increases  v/ere 
especially  large  in  the  rrovinces  of  Qj-ehec  and  Ontario.
